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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Newly amended claims 1 and 20 raise new issues that would require further consideration and search. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In regards to claim 1 , applicant argues that Kikuchi 
does not "record management information that denotes a mutual association between said video signals that have the same contents but 
are compressed in a plurality of different bit rates." However, Kikuchi discloses that the video object is able to be compressed with MPEG1 
or MPEG2 and is identified by data transfer of .5s to 1 .2 seconds, therefore the video data are associated by the ind#k and the 
decode/encode time stamp to correspond to the different MPEG (Column 7, lines 23-67 and Column 8, lines 1-19). Plus, on figure 9, the 
table show association when the disk is interrupted with many general parameters of additional contents if needed (Column 12, lines 1-16). 
In regards to claim 16, 23 and 26, applicant argues that Yogeshwar does not disclose "same content but compressed in plurality of different 
bit rate." However, Yogeshwar et al discloses the same content video/audio signal in different formats/encoders 1-N which can be suggest 
by the system or the user (Paragraph [0059]) however, if the user does not like the quality, the user is able to select another format 
(Paragraph [0072]), therefore, the contents are the same and can be select to different formats/encoders (bit rate). .
